in the Circuit Court by the Coyne Bros. 
Plumbing Co. against the Crane Co., 
the L. M. Rumsey Manufacturing Co. 
and the N. O. Nelsen Manufacturing 
Co. The petition alleges that the three 
firms sued are in a trust, and that they 
refused to sell Plumbers’ supplies to 
the Coyne firm because it was not in 
the Master Plumbers’ Association. 

The petition sets forth that in Jan- 
uary, 1905, the Coyne Bros. Plumbing 
Co. was a corporation organized under 
the laws of the State of Missouri and 
engaged in the plumbing and plumbers’ 
Supply business; that it was doing busi- 
ness at a profit of $3000 a month; that 
the business was worth $50,000; that it 
was necessary for the company to buy 
goods from the three firms named; 
that these were associated together in 
a pool; that they refused to sell to the 
Coyne company because it was not a 
member of the Master Plumbers’ As- 
sociation, and that this caused an 
actual loss of $85,000 to the Coyne;com- 


pany. The suit is brought under Article 
1 of Chapter 143 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of Missouri. 

This is the Missouri anti-trust law 
which prohibits the formation of trusts, 
pools or combinations to control the 
output, distribution or price of any ar- 
ticle of commerce or manufacture. It 
provides daily fines and forfeiture of 
charters as penalties and releases the 
cistomers of such combinations or pools 
from paying for articles bought from 
trusts. 

The Coyne Bros. Plumbing Co. con- 
sists of M. J. Coyne, president; C. E. 
Coyne, secretary and treasurer, and W. 
R. Coyne, a stockholder. It now con- 
ducts a school of plumbing at 4973+76 
Easton avenue. ‘ 

The company complains that it has 
done no business since March, 190, ex- 
cept to finish contracts on hand, which 
were completed in June, -190, and that 
ifs inability to do business was due to 
the refusal of the trust to sell goods 
to the cOmpany, which has _ branch 
houses in Chicago and New York. 


Only Contracts Filled. 


W. R. Coyne is quoted as saying that 

the company was established with a 
small capital and built up a large busi- 
ness by advertising. It conducted its 
school in connection with a shop, using 
the persons attending the school in do- 
ing work on contracts. Thus, he said, 
the company could offer better induce- 
ments to patrong than could the mem- 
bers of the Master Plumbers’ Associa- 
tion. 
He stated further that notice was 
served on the company in January, 190, 
that the cOmpanuy could not buy any 
materials from the trust after existing 
contracts had been completed. It was 
then necessary, he says, for the com- 
pany to furnish a list of its contracts, 
and. later, an itemized list, specifying 
the articles needed. 

Materiais for two of the contracts 
were refused, he says, but orders for 
the other contracts were filled. When 
he tried to buy materials after the com- 
pletion of the contracts, he says, he 
was unable to do so. 

Coyne states that his company paid 
the supply houses everything that was 
due them except $103.21, the object in

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 14.—Indica- 
tions here point to the most exciting 
Sunday tomorrow this city has ever ex- 
perienced. The saloon keepers have an- 
nounced that they will be open for busi- 
ness and Chief of Police Frans has an- 
nounced that the saloons wiil be closed. 

Chief Frans was called io Jefferson 
City the latter part of the week to con- 
sujt with Gov. Folk. 

“If the police of St. Joseph carnot 
close the saloons and keep them closed 
I will send the State militia to do it.” 
the Governor is quoted as saying. He 
was told by Chief Frans that the police 
could cover the assignment. 

Since he returned to the city Chief 
Frans has consulted a number of law- 
yers, and says he will arrest every Sa- 
loon keeper who opens his doors tomor- 
row or any Sunday hereafter. For the 
first offense they will be admitted to 
bail, but for the second offense on the 
same day they will be locked up at the 
holdover and bond will be refused. 


Answer Writ Monday. 


Last Sunday he attempted that plan 
of operation. and the prisoners were 
released on a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by Circuit Judge Ramey. Al- 
though he was not so informed at the 
time, the Chief of Police had 24 hours 
in which to answer the writ, and by 
that time Sunday would have passed 
and he would have had no objection 
to releasing the prisoners on bond. 
Next Sunday he will take advantage 
of that clause of the law and hold the 
prisoners the full 24 hours allowed by. 
law. 

Attorneys for the saloon keeperg

day or from seb | Warrants upon 
them. Chief Frans has been advised 
that he need pay no attention to the 
writ, and if he is arrested for violat- 
ing the orders of the Court of Appeals 
and put in Jail, a way will be found 
for his release. 

Abvut haif of the saloon keepers in 
the city have announced that they 
will open for business tomorrow. The 
others prefer to have no trouble in 
the courts and have for some time 
favored the closing of saloons on Sun- 
day. It is known that the better class 
of saloon men in this city, those lo- 
cated in the business parts of the 
city, favor the closing of saloons on 
Sunday. They have advocated it in 
the meetings of the Saloon Keepers’ 
‘sroteetive Aesoctation, which holds 
weekly meetings, but have been out- 
numbered bv those whose patronage 
is great on Sunday and who favor the 
sale of liquor on that day. 


Whole Force on Duty. 


The entire police force of the city will 
be ordered out for duty tomorrow and 
every saloon in the city will be closely 
guarded. Two patrol w ns and a 
number of automobiles will be used and 
he arrests will be made as fast as 
he law is violated. The offers of the 
Chief of Police are that every man ar- 
rested must be ¢t to the station, 
and for the first offense a bond will be 
accepted. or the second offense no 
bond will taken, but the prisoner 
must stay in Jail until 12 o'clock Sun- 
dax night.

The ceremony, which was attended by 
much secrecy, was performed at St. 
John’s Episcopal Church by the rector. 
the Rev. H. E. Hovey, and was wit- 
nessed by his daughters, Mrs. Kautz, 
wife of Lieut. Austin Kautz, U. 8S. N., 
anc Miss Ethel Hovey. 

Mrs. Carter gave her name as Caro- 
line L. Dudley, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Austin Dudley of Chicago. Mr. 
Payne said he was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Alfred T. Payne of Elmira, N. Y. 
Mrs. Carter said she was 30 years old 
and Mr. Payne declared himself to 33. 

Mrs. Carter, accompanied by Miss 
Norma Monroe, her son Dudley Carter, 
Tunis Dean, her personal manager; Ac- 
ton Davies, a New York critic, and 
three other friends, arrived here in two 
touring automobiles at 4 o’clock Wednes- 
day ‘morning and went to the Hotel 
Rockingham, where 10 rooms were en- 
gaged.

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BUNKOED. 

When the voters of St. Louis voted $3,500,000 for 
a free municipal bridge, with which to abolish per- 
manently the bridge arbitraries and to destroy the 
bridge and terminal combine in this city, Mayor 
Wells remarked that the people had been bunkoed. 

The Mayor’s theory concerning the bridge and 
terminal combine is that it is a benevolent despot- 
ism, founded upon a vested or divine right to handle 
the commerce: of St. Louis as 1t pleases and charge 
what it pleases for handling it. It is only recently 
that the Mayor has discovered that there was any 
injustice in the monopoly charges on St. Louis com- 
merce. But the only remedy he ean find for the evil 
of monopoly is faith in the benevolence of the bridge 
and terminal combine and prayer on bended knees 
that the combine will mitigate its oppressions and 
reduce its unjust arbitrary charges. The Mayor and 
his organ have insisted that the people of St. Louis 
must look to the voluntary action of the railroad 
despots for relief from oppression, and have ex- 
pressed the belief that the monopolists will in time 
concede justice to the people. 

The Mayor’s Municipal Commission, having recently 
through supplication which was given force and ef- 











\ fectiveness by the suit in the federal court and by 


popular agitation for a free bridge and other reme- 
dial measures, succeeded in obtaining some conces- 
sions from the combine railroads, an elaborate plan 
was designed and submittedfor-yast extensions to 
the terminal facilities now owned by the monopoly, 
and fora friendly swap of the new bridge for the 
old Eads bridge. The monopoly was to be conceded 
every ayailable remaining opportunity for terminal 
facilities, and was to be presented with a nice new 
bridge in return for sundry concessions which the 
Mayor and his organ insisted were given out of the 
goodness of heart of the monopoly, which is the only 
source of bridge and termina! blessings. 

And now we learn with grief and astonishment 
from a letter written by the Mayor as Chairman of 
the Municipal Terminal Commission to our benevo- 
lent despots, the combine railroads, that the Eastern 
tailroads have made an arrangement with the trans- 
fer companies “which would seem to violate both the 
letter and spirit of the agreement of May 3.” The 


_ monopolists are charged with having nullified their 


Own concessions. 2 
Can it be possible that the Mayor and his Com- 
mission and his ongan have been bunkoed by the 


benevolent despots to whom they say we must look 


for relief from their own oppression? It was a cruel 
thing to do at this crisis, just as their benevolence 
in conceding half of an unjust charge began to ap- 


pear, just as the Mayor and his Commission and the 


combine’s organ had asked for unlimited additional 
franchises to enable the combine to exercise its 


benevolent despotism in a larger field. 


Of course, the people of St. Louis have been bun- 
koed several times by the bridge and terminal com- 
bine. They were bunkoed when the Merchants’ bridge 
was built and large additional franchises were 


_ granted the Merchants’ Terminal Railway to relieve 
the city from oppression.

PRACTICAL MANAGEMENT. 

Speaking of changes in the Suburban line on ac- 
count of its absorption by the North American Co., 
President Beggs, who supervises ail the North Amer- 
ican’s properties, says that the Suburban service has 
been ideal, and now it will be made practical because 
the road must be run at a profit. 

Very good. Street railroads must be run at a 
profit, or they will not be run at all. But a profit 
on what—-water? If the street ratiways were man- 
aged so as to earn a fair profit on the money ac- 
tually invested in them, with ample reserves for bet- 
terment, we could have better tnan the ideal man- 
agement of the Suburban—the parlor car, the electric 
heater under each seat and an abundance of cars 
for the traffic, and well paid, high-class employes. 

But the practical management of which Mr. Beggs 
speaks as necessary is the kind of management 
which will squeeze out of the people interest and 
dividends on capitalization which represents nearly 
three times as much money a» the roads cost. 
About $70,000,000 of water must be turned into 
good, paying securities by practical management. 

The management of the monopolized- lines. will 
doubtless be as good as can be made under condi- 
tions which require extreme economies to meet the 
demands of heavy overcapitalization, but it will not 
be better than half as good as the people pay for.

Folk has declined to grant a 
pardon to Mrs. Ida Thornton, serving 
10 years in the Penitentiary for the 
murder of her husband near Carthage, 
Mo., in 1899, and the woman will thus 
be prevented from marrying George 
Long, who was released from the Pen- 
itentiary several months ago and is 
now in Kansas City, Kan.

Restoring of Noted Frenchman 
to Honor and Rank Causes 
Great Bitterness. 





HIGH OFFICIAL WOUNDED 


Under Secretary of State the 
Victim of Sword Thrust by 
M. Pugliesi-Conti. 





IT’S NOW MAJ. DREYFUS 





Captain Raised to Proper Rank 
and Given Command 
of Squadron. 





ALBERT DREYFUS. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

PARIS, July 14.—The restoring of 
Capt. Alfred Dreyfus to the army and 
the raising of his rank from Captain to 
Major in command of a squadron of 
artillery, and the tumultuous scenes 
enacted in connection therewith upon 
the floor of the Chamber of Deputies, 
has resulted in one bloody duel and 
others may follow. 

The duel already fought was between 
M. Saraut, Under Secretary of State, 
and M. Pugliesi-Conti. It was fought 
last night with swords, and as a re- 
sult M. Saraut is lying at his home with 
a deep wound in his rignt breast, which 
may result fatally. 

The meeting followed a fight on the 
floor of the Chamber of Deputies, in 
which M. Saraut sprang from beside 
Minister of the Inrerior Clemenceau, 
sitting on the ministerial benches, on 
M. Pugiliest-Conti, who had been heap- 
ing denunciations on the mesnbers of the 
Government 2s scoundrels. | 

Sarraut struck Pugliesi-Conti a 
stunning blow in the face. A scene 
of the wildest uproar ensued, com- 
pelling the suspension of the session. 
lt was after the close of the; session 


that the duel occurred, and it assumed 
the aspect of a veritable conflict be- 
tween the Government and the oppo- 
sition, as M. Sarraut’s seconds were 
Ministers Clemenceau and Thomson, 
while M. Pugliesi-Conti’s were M. 
Millevoye and Gen. Jacquet, who were 
drawn from the elements which bit- 
terly resist the Government's rehabili- 
tation of Dreyfus. Late reports show 
that M. Pugliesi-Contis’ sword pene- 
trated his opponent's lung. While 
the wound is considered to be danger- 
Ous, it is not necessapily fatal, 

Maj. Dreyfus regretted to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent that he felt 
unable to make any detailed state- 
ment regarding his vindication by 
the French courts and Government, 
but he said he was glad to take the 
opportunity to express his «vep and 
unfailing gratitude to the American 
press, which, from the first moment 
of dawning light had so generously, 
so eloquently, so intelligently, and 
with such force of unwavering con- 
viction maintained his truth and hon- 
or. 

It was a great joy to him, he said, 
that in the hour of his long retarded 
rehabilitation his wife and son 
should share in his happiness and 
have removed from themselves all 
shadow of shame which else might 
have attached to them in the mind 
of a portion of the public. 

In the restoration of Maj. Dreyfus 
to rank and honor, Col. Picquart was 
also remembered and made a Briga- 
dier-General. | 

The celebration of the French na- 
tional holiday is assuming special 
significance in connection with Drey- 
fus resuming his place in the army. 
The offcial journal this morning pub- 
lished a decree announcing his rein- 
statement and promotion and inscrip- 
tion of his name on the list of che- 
valiers of the legion of honor. 

Dreyfus, who remains in his apart- 
ments, is besieged by many friends, who 
are congratulating him on his final suc- 
cess. Hundreds of felicitations have 
reached him by mail, telegraph and 
cable. The date of his receiving his 
sword and putting on his uniform 
awaits his assignment to a regiment. 

The condition of Under Secretary of 
State Sarraut, who was dangerously 
wounded in the breast yesterday in a 
duel fought with M. Pugliesi-Conti fol- 
lowing the passage of the law restoring 
Dreyfus to the army, ts stationary. He 
passed a calm night and no complica- 
tions have developed. The doctors held 
a consultation this morning and diag- 
nosed the wound as a perforation of the 
upper part of the right long. They are 
not prepared at present to pronounce a 
definite opinion regarding his chances 
of recovery, but another consultation 
which will be held today is expected to 
result in a more favorable determina- 
tion.

GREAT DAMAGE 
10. MELICAS 


A Score of Lives Lost and Two 
Million Dollars of Prop- 
erty Destroyed. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DALLAS, Tex., July 14—Nearly a 


score of lives have been lost and two 
million dollars’ worth of damage done 
by floods in Northern Mexico during 
the last ten days. The damage is prin- 
cipally to railroad and mining interests. 
The Mexican International, the Mexican 
Central and the Mexican National have 
been cut off from Texas via Eagle Pass, 
El Paso and Laredo, respectively. 

Five large steel railroad bridges have 
been swept away between Eagle Pass 


and Sabinas, on the Salado River and 
its branches. The other bridges are 
gone on the line between Monterey and 
Relea. More than twenty miles of track 
has been washed away. Trains partial- 
ly resumed operations today on short 
lines, but through traffic is Nkely to be 
interrupted for several days yet. 
Claude Holland reached Dallas today, 
direct from Eagle Pass. He represents 
the situation as being the worst known 
in many years. Much of the country is 
mountainous and remote from railroads 
Streams are raging torrents as the re- 
sult of seven inches of rainfall, extend- 
ing practically all over the northwest- 
ern quarter of the republic. 
Fourteen men were reported to Eagle 
Pass yesterday as being drowned in the 
Montclova district. Many other lives 
aré reported lost in remote mountain 
settlemen's. 


QUICK REPAIRS 
FOLLOW STORM 


Tangled Wires and Broken 
Poles Cleared Away in 
Record Time. 


Most of the damage done by the wind- 
stormthat hit South Broadway had 


been repaired, bps rere; at least, Sat- 
urday morning. The cars on the Broad- 
way and Bellefontaine lines were run 
ning on regular schedule. \ 
One of the worst effects of the storm 
at 12:45 Friday was the complete tie- 
up of traffic to the South Side. Per- 
sons living in Carondelet and south of 
4200 had no means of getting home. 
Hundreds waited hours, till 4 o'clock, for 
the Bellefontaine line to resume and 
until 6 o’clock, when cars ran through 
in South. Broadway. 

After the rain subsided many persons 
from various parts of the city viewed 
the wreckage in the South Side. The 
sight of stanch iron trolley poles bowed 
over in semi-circle almost to the ground 
was unusual. With these poles went the 
wires on the taller wooden poles. 

The wooden ones snapped near the 
base. Every pole and wire was down 
in South Broadway from 4200 for four 
blocks agouth. Fire alarm, electric light, 
telephone and trolley feed wires were in 
a tangled mass. The skill of many crews 
of linemen was required to disentangle 
the wires. 

In Virginia street, at Osceola street, 
on the Bellefontaine line, a tree felled 
by the wind carried poles and wires 
with ic, causing almost as much dam- 
age and trouble as in South Broadway. 
At Chippewa street and Marine ave- 
nue nine poles of the Union Blectric 
Light and Power Co, were blown down. 
Wind tore off limbs of trees in Caronde- 
let Park. One tree was blown over in 
Lyon Park. Awnings were ripped into 
shreds. The gable of the home of Hen- 
ry F. Evers, 4229 Oregon, was crushed 
in. John Caesar, foreman of linemen, 
was ghocked, but not fatally, In Sou 
Broadway while making repairs.

Successful Coach Resigns Posi- 
tion He Held for Upwards 
of Twenty-Five Years.

ITHACA, N. Y., July 14.—Charles E. 
Courtney has tendered his resignation 
as coach of the Cornell crews. He 
has held this position in the Cornell 
Navy for more than 25 years. His 
present contract has three more years 
to run, but Mr. Courtney has asked 
for his release from the contract. 

The famous coach gives as his rea- 
son for the step continual annoyance 
to which he says the Cornell athletic 
manageiment has subjected him. He 
feels that the Cornell ‘management 
has been niggardly with the navy 
and discourteous ‘tn its treatment of 
him personally. It Is understood that 
he has several’ standing offers of 
larger salaries than Cornell is giving 
him. He feels that he has manifested 
his loyalty to Cornell by refusing 
these oifers in the past, and Says his 
patience is exhausted. 

In reference to the house, which it 
is generally understood was pur- 
chased for him by admiring Cornel- 
lians, Mr. Courtney! states that it is 
now in the market. The coach says 
it was paid for, one-third by himself, 
one-third by Cornellians, and one- 
third by the following outsiders: Ros- 
well P. Flower, $750; F. 8S. Pleasanton, 
$400: Sidney Shephard Yale, $200; 
Rev. Cornegie, $209; H. W. Sibley, 
$150, and Timothy W oodruff, $300. Mr. 
C ‘ourtne y’s salary at Cornell has none 

2500 for the last few years. He be- 
haces he is the lowest salaried paid 
coach at Cornell. 

Mr. Courtney ts particularly anger 
with Graduate Manager Tobe lL. hd 
nior. The coach has had several mi- 
nor differences with the athletic as- 
sociation in years past, Dut they have 
always been smoothed over. Mr. 
Courtney says he has no plans for the 
future. He is 56 years old and thinks
